Harden based his campaign against 
the so-called Camarilla. 


Harden had two meetings with the 


princess, seemingly 
at her request. 


Professor 
Schweninger, 
who 
was 


present at these interviews, gave a 
brief account of them in a deposition. 
General Count Wilhelm Von Hohenau 
•was inetntioned at these meetings bat 
no reference was made to Count Kuno 
Von Moltke. 


Princess Charlotte and the emperor 


have been on cool terms for several 
years. 
The late Prince 
Bernhard, 


husband of the princess, was long op- 
posed to the 
influence 
of 
Prince 


Philip ZuEulenbeurg at court. 
It Is 


apparent that the princess did not for- 
get this feud and that she has been 
instrumental in mining ZuEulenburg's 
reputation and his consequent loss of 
favor with the emperor. 


Harden Very Weak. 


When the court resumed today, Har- 


Moltke libel suit resumed today, Har- 
den appeared to 6e very weak while 
Count Kuno Von Moltke was exceed- 
ingly cheerful and keenly interested In 
the proceedings. 


The evidence of Prof. Schweninger, 


•who was physician to the late Prince 
Von Bismarck was read to the court. 
The professor declared that he had 
no ill-feeling against Von Moltke, in 
spite of the coolness existing between 
the count and Mrs. Schweninger. Har- 
den, the professor set forth, had met 
the hereditary princess of Saxe-Meln- 
Ingen twice In his presence In the 
course of visits at Schweneck, 
On 


one of these occasions the princess 
talked about General Count Wilhelm 
Von Hohenau, and expressed her sor- 
row that "such degeneracy should oc- 
cur In high circles." 
Prof. Schwen- 


inger deposed that he was very much 


astonished 'when, following the ap- 
:earance of the articles in Die Zu- 
umft, the excitement against Harden 
broke out. 
He could not understand 


the reason as the articles were ml; In- 
tended to have a personal, but only a 
political significance. 


Was Long a Notable Figure. 


Prof. Schweninger who is now 57 


years old was for twenty-five years a 
notable figure in Germany, because o£ 
his intimacy with Prince Von 
Bis- 


marck. 
This began when Schwenin- 


ger was about twenty years old. The 
young man became Bismarck's physi- 
cian for his 
gout, 
and this led 
to 


confidential and 
personal 
relations, 


which made Schweninger a political 
personage until the 
old 
chancellor 


died. 
Since this time the professor 


has quietly followed his professional 
duties in the University of Berlin. The 
re-appearance of Schweninger recalls 
to the German public tlje days when 
he was reputed to be one of BIsmark's 
most able advisers. 


Continuing Prof. Schweninger says 


he considered Mrs. Von Elbe, the di- 
vorced wife of Count Von Moltke, to 
be mentally sound and not likely to 
suffer illusions. 
He consequently be- 


lieved her original assertions. 
She 


had related many incidents of the 
count's violence in which he alone ap 
peared to be to blame. 
The professor 


had heard rumors of the perversity of 
Prince Philip ZuEulenburg even dur- 
ing'the life of Bismarck, but the name 
of Von Moltke was never mentioned 
in connection with these matters. Mrs. 
Von Elbe told him that her former 
husband, the count, loved ZuEuIen 
burg more than ho did herself. 


Continuing the professor said he 


had himself related to Harden Bis- 
marck's opinion of 
Zu Eulenburg.

Whether he had recog- 
nized tho body as that of the woman 
he sought or had been overcome by 
the grewsome sight of (he murdered 
woman is not known.

afternoon when a young man walking 
in the woods a few miles east of Mich- 
igan City came upon the body of the 
girl. 
The remains were lying upon 


a bank near a small stream in a deso- 
late woods. 
The young lady came 


to her death by freezing and starva- 
tion. 


Miss Klnne'r was a school teacher in 


New York state and came here several 
weeks ago to spend Ihe winter with 
her cousin. Frank M. Jones, who is 
connected with one of the large man- 
ufacturing Institutions here. " For a 
time following her disappearance It 
was thought that the young woman 
had boarded an east-bound train to re- 
turn to her home in the east 
The 


local authorities were notified, soon 
after her strange disappearance and 
every effort was made to find the mlss- 
icg Birl. 
Telegrams giving minute descrip- 


tions were sent to the east and also to 
Chicago and St. Paul, where It was 
thought she might have gone to visit 
friends. 
Days passed without any 


clew being found and the relatives 
and friends of the young woman had 
about concluded that she hart sought 
death and release 
from 
imaginary 


physical Inflictions by drowning her- 
self In Lake Michigan. 


Police Join In Search. 


Working upon this theory the police 


officers and Capt. A. A. Kent, of tho 
Michigan City life saving station, In- 
stituted a search for the body along 
tho shores of the lake and also In the 
harbor which run? through the town 
for a distance of everal mllos, when 
tho body of water diminishes In size 


nd becomes a small flowing stream, 
lasslng through many miles of farm- 
ami. 


Tho officers spent several days In 


dragging the harbor for the body and 
each time were compelled to glvo up 
he search. Then camo a cold wave. 
The water froze over and a crust of 
co covered the surface of the water, 
and then the relatives gave up hope 
ot recovering the body before spring. 
Relatives In the east were notified 
.hat all efforts here to flnd the girl 
dead or alive wero of no avail, and 
they were waiting for time alone to 
solve the mystery. 


While seated yesterday at a family 


dinner, the Jones family and a few 
neighbors and friends of Miss Kinner, 
who came here early In the week from 
points In New York to spend Christ- 
mas, were notified by the chief of pc- 
!ce that the body of a woman had 
been found a few miles from the city. 
The guests were startled. 


Body Badly Frozen. 


When found the body was badly 


frozen hence In a good state of pre- 
servation. There are no marks ot any 
kind that would show that foul play 
had had a part In the ending of Miss 
Kinner's life. 
The body was In no 


way mutilated and the features are 
recognizable. 
The face, however, Is 


very red from exposure to the weath- 


The body was fully dressed In the 


clothes worn by Miss Kinner on the' 
evening of her disappearance. 
The 


hat was missing and the furs worn 
about the neck were drawn tightly as 
if to keep out the cold. 


Miss Kinner was 40 years old and a 


native of Now York city, where she 
was educated and later became an In- 
structor In the public schools. 
She 


also taught In Yonkers and Nyack. 
The remains will be taken back east 
for burial. 


The coroner has viewed the body, 


but as yet has held no Inquest. When 
interviewed he said that he would un- 
doubtedly flnd that Miss Kinner came 
to her death through exposure to the 
weather and starvation.

Children Restored After 


Smallpox Siege. 


New York, Dec. 30.—Edward S. 


Brower had to postpone his Christmas 
until today, but It will be the merriest 
one in his life, for last night his wife 
and his three little ones were restored 
to him after he had practically given 
up hope o£ ever seeing two of the chil- 
dren again. 
On December 9tb the 


three children were taken sick with a 
disease that proved to be smallpox 
They were at once removed to the de- 
tention hospital for contagious dis- 
eases in Brooklyn. Mrs. Brower, a 
young woman and socially prominent 
in Brooklyn,-where the Browers live, 
Insisted on accompanying her little 
ones and for twenty days she remain- 
ed with them and nursed them through 
the loathsome disease. 
At one time 


the lives of Edward, aged six, and

Tells of

Purpose to Use "Chris-

tian Psychology." 


Chicago, Dec. 30.—"In my opinion 


the church, to savo itself, must begin 
to minister to the bodies, as we!! as 
to the souls, of the American people. 
I now announce that St. Paul's Re- 
formed Episcopal church, at any rate, 
will inauguarate the work of Chris- 
tian psychology in the near future, 
with the assistance of some of the 
leading neurologists and other physi- 
cians of Chicago." 


Bishop Samuel Fallows made that 


announcement from the pulpit of St. 
Paul's last night. 
The statement, as 


explained by himself after the service, 
means that his church is to enter up- 
on the work of healing, along some- 
what the same general lines pursued 
by Christian Scientists, although with j 
several fundamental differences. 
I 


Christian psychology, as explained 


i by Bishop Fallows, does cot ignore 


I physicians, as does Christian Science, 
i but works hand in hand with the med- 
ical profession, and the work of heal- 


i ing to be undertaken at St. Paul's will 
be applied only to such patients as are' 
suffering from disorders in which the 
action of the mind plays an important 
part. 


Cure of organic diseases will not be 


j attempted, although patients suffering 


i from them will be aided as far as is 


• possible by suggestion, faith and per- 
suasion.

JOLT IS GIVEN 


PLEA OF STANDARD 


OILJCTOPOS 


Fine Assessed by Judge 


Landis Upheld by Cor- 


porations Bureau. 


Washington, Dec. 30.—The federaj 


government has fired another broad- 
side at the Standard Oil. It is In the 
form of an answer to the pamphlet Is- 
sued by James A. Moffett, president of 
the Standard Oil company of Indiana 
soon after Judge Kenesaw M. Landis 
imposed on that corporation the fam- 
ous $29,240,000 fine last August. 


Every contention made by Mr. Mof- 


fett is swept away, his allegations are 
called "evasions," and the acts which 
he says were legal are denounced as 
links in a chain of illegal practices 
which the oil trust has Indulged in for 
years. 


Mr. Moffetfs "statement" contend- 


ed, in effect, that the Standard Oil 
company was being persecuted by the 
government; that it never knowingly 
violated any laws, and that the things 
for which it was sentenced were prac- 
tices common to "numerous ship- 
pers." 


Judge Landis directed the 
federal 


grand jury to investigate the allega- 
tions in Mr. Moffetfs statement. Ac- 
cordingly the Inquisitors haled Mr. 
Moffett before them, but when under 
oath he failed 
to 
substantiate the 


declarations so boldly set forth in the 
pamphlet which had been sent broad- 
cast over the country. 


As the prosecution and conviction 


of the oil company grew out of the ex- 
posure of its practices made by the 
bureau of corporations, Herbert Knox 
Smith, commissioner of that bureau, 
was ordered 
by Secretary 
of Com- 


merce and Labor Straus to report offi- 
cially on Mr. Moffetfs charges. 


Answer of the Commissioner. 


"On Aug. 3, 1907. at Chicago, the 


Standard Oil company of Indiana was 
fined $29,240,000 for the violation of 
the Elklns anti-rebate law," the com- 
missioner says. 
"This was the so- 


called 'Alton case.' 


"Various statements have since ap- 


peared, one 
in particular signed by 


the president of that company, James 
A. Moffett, others in the public press, 
and also a series of confidential cir- 
cular 'trade letters,' all endeavoring to 
throw doubt on the legality and equity 
of that conviction. 


"These statements have made it nec- 


essary to show once more that the 
transactions which,form the basis of 
this conviction at Chicago were such 
as struck at the life and spirit of the 
Elklns anti-rebate law and of the pol- 
icy of congress in forbidding unfair- 
ness as between shippers. 


"The question in this case was one 


of a published 18 cent rate to East St. 
Louis, as against a secret 6 cent rate. 
The oil shipments Involved In this go- 
called 'Alton' conviction started from 
Whiting, Ind., the great refinery of 
tho Standard, near Chicago, and were 
delivered at St. Louis. Mo., or at East 
St. Louis, 111., just across the river 
from St. Louis, by the Chicago and 
Alton railroad. They covered a period 
from Sept. 3, 1903 to March 1, 1905. 


"During the time so stated, 1,462 


cars of oil were carried from Whiting, 
Ind., to East St. Louis over the Alton 
road for the Standard Oil company at 
tho rate of 6 cents per 100 pounds, 
just one-third of the said published 
rate. 


"This same secret G cent rate had 


been used by the Standard Oil com- 
pany, and by no one else, for many

Moffett's Statement Evasion. 


"The statement of James A. Mof- 


fett uses 
the following 
remarkable 


language: 
" 'It must be borne In mind that 


there is no Question of rebate or dis- 
crimination in this case.' 


"Whether it was a 'rebate' or not is 


a mere question of words. Apparently 
the position of Moffett is that if he 
had actually paid the Alton railroad 
18 cents per hundred pounds and re- 
ceived back 12 cents, so as to make a 
net vate of 6 cents, this would have 
been a 'rebate.' 


"But that, because the lawful rate 


was 18 cents and his company only 
paid 6 and the balance (12 cents) nev 
er physically passed back and forth 
between his company and the Alton 
railroad, although the result was ex 
actly the same, it was not a 'rebate. 
This statement is simply an evasion 


"The other proposition of Mr. Mot 


fett is that there was 'no discrimina- 
tion in this case.' Apparently his po- 
sition is that because no one else is 
known to have paid the published 18 
cent rate from Whiting, to East St. 
Louis while his company was paying 
6 cents, therefore there was no dis- 
crimination. 


"On the 
contrary, 
this statement 


proves that not only was there dis- 
crimination but. that this discrimina- 
tion had worked out its logical result, 
so that no one else could ship at 18 
cents in competition with the Stand- 
ard's 6 cent rate. 


"Precisely this and other secret dis- 


criminations jn shipments from Whit- 
ing produced that complete state of 
monopoly in the vicinity of Chicago 
which the Standard now calmly desig- 
nates as 'absence of discrimination.' 


"This 6 cent Alton rate was a 're- 


bate' in essence, if not in form, and 
both in essence and in form it was a 
discrimination of the most severe and 
successful type. 


"Excuse" Called Criminal. 


"The chief ground upon which tho 


Standard defends Itself 
is 
the so- 


called 'Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
rate.' The claim is that while the 
shipments of oil were going on at 6 
cents over the Alton railroad there ex- 
isted at. the same time over the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois railroad a 
rate of 6% cents from Whiting to East 
St. Louis. 


"The Standard claims that this 6M, 


cent: rate was a legal rate, and that 
therefore, Inasmuch as the Standard 
could have shipped all Us oil at this 
alleged rate over the Clflcago 
anc 


Eastern Illinois, It was justified in ac 
cepting a like rate over the Alton, and 
thus that p;\\?n if these shipments over 
tho Altmr were technically illega 
there WPS no moral wrong about them 


"So far from this 'Chicago and 


Eastern Illinois rate' being a justifi- 
cation for the Alton shipments, it was 
an additional wrong in Itself. 
The 


Chicago and Eastern Illinois rate was 
quite as secret as the Alton rate and 
was merely one more instance of the 
ngenious and deliberate attempts of 
he Standard to evade, or violate with 
mpunity the whole spirit of the anti- 
discrimination law. 


"Mr. Moffett, however, in his state- 


ment was unfortunate enough to make 
he claim that 'thousands of tons of 
'reight have been shipped from these 
points during the last fifteen years 
mder the same circumstances as the 
Standard shipments." 


"The grand jury ,on 
instructions 


'rom Judge Landis, thereupon sum- 
moned Mr. Moffett before it. and re- 
ported to Judge Landis on October 4, 
n part, as follows: 
" 'He (Mr. Moffett) was also unable 


o give -to give to the grand jury in- 
formati6£i as to the shipment of a 
single pound of freight except by the 
Standard Oil company from the points 
n question at a. rate less than the 
awfully published and filed rate.' 


This remarkable admission by Mr. 


Moffett shows the general value of his 
defense. 
He further admitted that 


his 'statement' was largely prepared 
by his 'attorney, Mr. Morltz Rosen- 
thai. 


"These facts of themselves refute 


completely the attempted justification 
of the Alton rate by means of the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois 6% cent 
rate, and show that one was as secret 
as the other. 


Falsification Is Charged. 


"But still more slgnificent was the 


conduct of the 
railroads 
and 
the 


Standard in the manner of handling 
the G cent rate over both railroads. 
The Standard claims that there was 
nothing secret about the rate. 


'But every waybill for oil shipped 


over the Alton under this rate was 
falsely billed'—that is, the waybills 
showed on their face a rate of 18 
cents, witn the freight charge in each 
case computed on the waybill at that 
rate, although 
the 
actual 
freight 


charge in each case computed on the 
waybill at that rate, although the 
actual freight charge collected from 
the Standard was at the rate of 6 
cents. 


'In the contemporaneous shipments 


of the Standard over the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois road every waybill 
tor such shipments was disguised by 
another scheme, to wit, 
by 
being 


blind billed'—that is, no rate at all 
was entered on the wayOi.l until the 
said waybill reached tne general of- 
fices of the railroad. 


"The first scheme of 'false billing' 


required the falsification of accounts 
to make them balance. 
The second 


scheme of 'blind billing' entirely con- 
cealed the rate. 


"Furthermore, Ue usual method of 


collecting freight charges is through 
the local freight agents. All the col- 
lections for oil shipped from Whiting 
to East St. Louis, both over the Alton 
and the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, 
were made directly through the gen- 
eral offices. 
This also was. of course, 


to prevent any general knowledge of 
the rate. 


"Why 
was these unique and elabor- 


ate measures of concealment taken if 
the rates wore lawful? 


"The grand jury-. In 
the 
report 


above mentioned, refers to this point 
also, as follows: 
" 'The representatives of the Chi- 


cago and 
Alton 
railway company 


stated to the grand jury that the case 
of the Standard Oil company was the 
only one where the tariff naming the 
rate collected had not been regularly 
sent to the local freight agent, and 
that, so far as they know, this was the 
only case in which shipments had 
been made at a rate less than that 
named in the lawful tariff.' 


"The officers of both these railroads 


admitted that this 6 cent rate was 
secret. 
One phrased It as 
'semi- 


private.' 


Ignorance Plea Ridiculed. 


"The Standard has made also the 


ingenuous claim that its carefully or- 
ganized freight traffic department, cer- 
tainly one of the best In the country, 
supposed this rate was legal, and that 
It had no knowledge that the Alton 
kept the rate secre.t. 


"The 
Standard 
knew that 
the 


method 
of 
collecting 
the 
"freight 


of this 6 cent rate to the St. Louis 
gateway, and, having undersold them 
and driven them out of that territory, 
it then raised prices to a monopoly 
figure, so that its marketing concern 
tbtere was making over 690. per cent* 
on its capital stock In 1904, and for a 
long series of years had been making 
profits extortionately high. 


"These profits were thus based on 


this secret discrimination .which had 
been in existence over fifteen years. 


"The enjoyment of this discrimina- 


tory rate was well worth many mil- 
lions of dollars to the Standard, and 
most emphatically justified the impo- 
sition of a great fine when that rafe 
was finally discovered and conviction 
was secured thereon."

150-1. The passengers from Europe to the 
United States number 699.340 which Is 
200.000 in excess of the entire east and 
west traffic in 1904. The eastbound travel 
during the present year has reached 1,- 
257.32S persons.

555 more than last year, while 1,384,688 
steerage passengers have arrived In the 
United States, 154.52G more than In 1906.

but

Indiana battery, 


serving until the close of the war. He 
received three wounds, and was mus-

Hnger settled on a tract cf land which 
he had bought in Adams township, 
and on April 9, 18C6. he was united in 
marriage to Miss Mary A. Gretzinger. 
A little later he removed to Fort 
Wayne and for three years was en- 
gaged in operating a chair factory in 
this city. Returning then to Adams 
township, Ue gradually added to his 
real estate holdings until he had one 
of the finest farms in the township, 
and he was for several years the own- 
er of a saw mill which he operated, 
and also did an extensive business as 
a manufacturer of drain tile.
